But that is an argument for ex- 
perts. What of the battle itself? 
How might it have looked to a hy- 
pothetical, omnipresent observer? 
Imagine, first, the gray, half-hid- 
den silhouettes of the German 
scouting force, filing ghostlike out 
of the Jade Estuary into Helgoland 
Bight at 2 A. M. May 31, 1916, 
trailed fifty miles astern by the 
battle fleet, nearly twoscore hulk- 
ing battleships in the escort of 
cruisers and lighter craft. 
Picture the British battle fleet in 
its broad daylight rendezvous ten 
hours later, 100 miles or so from 
the advancing German fleet and 
about the same @istance off the 
Danish coast in the mouth of the 
same Skagerrak which figures in 
today’s accounts of war at sea. 


Ships Are Spread Out. 


Don’t visualize the ships stand- 
ing closely one to the other, but 
rather deployed farther than the 
eye at water level could reach, like 
football players spread upon an 
enormous field to receive the 
kickoff. 

Now place in the expanse of sea 
between the two slowly maneuver- 
ing fleets a stray merchant steam- 
ship, her funnel smoke smearing 
the horizon—wandering like a kit- 
ten into a lion’s den.

Burckhardt, who had gone to Hitler 
in an attempt to arbitrate the prob- 
lem of Danzig, which was absorbed by 
Germany after the outbreak of the 
war last September, reported the 
Chancellor told him “eternal discus- 
sions on war were folly and that they 
brought nations to a state of mad- 
ness.” 

The report quoted Hitler as saying 
of Russia that “Germany knew them

Admiral Erich Raeder, head of the 
German navy.
